One of the features, in fact the dom­ 
inant feature of the season’s opera­ 
tions, has been the huge pack of pink 
salmon. The pack of “pinks” this year 
is estimated at 2,500,000 cases, com 
pared with 1,400,000 cases, the largest 
previous pack of this kind Rf fish. All 
but between 150,000 and 200,000 cases 
of this large amount of pink or cheap 
bsh has been sold.
